PARIS, Sept. 2.—The Kaiser reached 
the western front, coming through Lux- 
emburg at break-neck speed. in a spe- 
cial train Monday afternoon, and has 
been in continuous consultation with the 


Crown Prince and other Generals, seek- 
ing means to bring the French advance 
in Champagne to a halt. 

This information reached me from the 
highest possible military source. It was 
cbtained originally from the German of- 
ficers captured in the Argonne fighting. 

From the same authority I have it 
that the German losses in Champagne 
alone total more than 60,000. The Kais- 
er’s advent in that sector is evidence 
that the Germans fear disaster will 
overwhelm their sorely tried cénter. In 
Artois they have lost between 30,000 and 
4),000. Although it is impossible to cable 
an estimate of the French casualties, I 
am empowered to state that their total 
is considerably below that of the Ger 
mans. 

This is remarkable in view of the fact 
that they were the attacking force, but 
it is partially explained by the trifling 
number of prisoners taken by the Ger- 
mans. The numbers of Germans cap- 
tured by the French, on the other hand, 
is amazingly large. ' 

French Wounded by Shrapnel. 

Most of the wounds on the French 
side were caused by shrapnel and ma- 
chine guns, while the Germans were 
either entombed beneath the artillery 
cloudburst immediately preceding the in- 
fantry attack, or sliced open by French 
bayonets. In the fury of their charge 
the French had little time to use their 
‘rifles except for stabbing purposes. 

“Silencing their machine guns was our 
hardest job—there seemed to be literally 
thousands of these venOmous weapons 
tearing away at us,” one of the first 
wounded officers arriving in Paris told 
me. 

So ear-shattering was the cannonade

ATHENS, Sept. 29.—‘“I believe we are 
on the eve of the.most important opera- 
tion of the war, namely the landing of 
troops in Macedonia to begin the march, 
not so much on Constantinople, as on 
Berlin,” said an officer attached to the 
General Staff of the British Army on 
the Galliopoli Peninsula, who has come 
to Athens from the Dardanelles front. 

“The two offensive forces™are grad- 
ually closing in. The Mesopotamia ex- 
pedition. is approaching nearer to Bag- 
dad and from the Suvia. Bay-Gaba 
Tepe line an attack on Constantinople 
may begin at any moment.”’

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IN WEST CENSORED 
FOR LONDON PRESS 


Papers Allowed to Publish Por- 
tions of Dispatches From 
Correspondents. 


LONDON, Sept: 29.—Responding to the 
demand of the British press for more 
complete details of British success 6n 
the western front, the Press Bureau to- 
day permitted the morning papers to 
publish long, carefully censored dis- 
patches from correspondents at British 
headquarters, describing the first three 
days of the battle which began Satur- 
day. These dispatches add little essen- 
tial news to the brief official communi- 
cations already published. 

The chief bag of prisoners waa at 
Loos, where a German force was gur- 
rounded and compelled to surrender 
when its ammunition was exhausted, 
oWing to the severance of lines of 
communication with supply bases. 

Correspondents unite in stating em- 
phatically that preparations for the at- 
tack were of a most elaborate nature 
and scarcely could have been kept se- 
cret from the Germans. 

“We know from German prisoners,” 
states the Telegram’s representative, 
that the enemy awaited an attack, but 
was ignorant of our strength and plans, 
and blindly confident of victory. It is 
betraying no secret to say that the 
British officers and men all had been 
tuned to a high pitch of anticipation by 
various signs and portents that most im- 
portant.operations were on hand.” 

Fighting Still Intense. 

The fighting continues with a high 
degree of intensity, and the correspond- 
ents voice the hope of the British com- 
mand that the beginning enade Satur- 
day may be the opening wedge for op- 
erations of a decisive character: ‘It 
is scarcely an exaggeration to say,”’ 
comments the Daily Mail correspondent, 
“that the issue of the whale war turns 
on the question whether the Germans 
will be strong enough to withstand the 
sledgehammer blows which the allies 
are dealing at three breaks in the Ger- 
man line—in Artois, Champagne and 
Lens.”’ 

The Times correspondent has a word 
of caution, however, for those who look 
for too speedy results. ‘‘A great strate- 
gic plan,” he says, “takes time for its 
working out. 

The work of airmen contributed large- 
ly to.the effectiveness of the British at- 
tack, according to today’s accounts. 
Their duty was not only to direct the 
artillery, but also to keep enemy air 
craft inside their own lines, and there 
were 27 fights in the air on the British 
front and the airmen kept up a contin- 
ual patrol in watches of two hours each 
over the entire front for a week pre- 
vious to the beginning of the battle. 
As the fighting opened the airmen’s op- 
erations, in many cases, had an of- 
fensive side. They hampered the en- 
emy’s:- communications, performing some 
of the functions of long-range artil- 
lery. \ 
Prisoners From Eastern Germany. 

The prisoners taken by the British, ac- 
cording to the Times, were largely from 
EFastern Germany. ‘“‘The majority had 
light eyes, and the high cheek bones of 
the Slav,’’ the correspondent’. writes.

PARIS, Sept. 2.—The Athens corre- 
spondent of the Havas News Agency 
says it is now expected that Bulgaria 
will begin. an attack on Servia within 
16 days. 

Plans for the campaign are now being 
drawn up by the Bulgarian General 
Staff, the correspondent says, with the 
assistance of numerous German officers 
who have arrive in Sofia. 

Bulgarian officers say no attack will 
be made on Greece. 

‘Bulgaria and the central Powers have 
concluded a precise agreement, accord- 
ing to authoritative information,” says 
the Temps correspondent at Salonika, 
Greece. ‘“‘Under this agreement, Bul- 
garia will enter the war on Oct. 15.”

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BRITISH GAINS 
COST HEAVILY

BERLIN, via London, Sept. 29.— 
Bernhardt Kellermann, correspondent 
of the Tageblatt, telegraphs today from 
the German army headquarters of the 
rwestern front: 

*‘With a prodigious expenditure of am- 
munition, with fourteen or fifteen di- 
visions, including part of Kitchener’s 
army and Indian troops, the British as- 
sumed the offensive on the right wing. 
The preparations, which required time, 
were costly and thorough, but the re- 
sults achieved were scarcely worth men- 
tioning. 

“They opened an artillery fire like 
drumbeats on Sept. 20 and for four days 
maintained a steady roar against our 
trenches, some sections of which were 
perfectly curtained with fire. They pre- 
pared for the attack from’ Armentieres 
to the Lorette heights and it commenced 
on Sept. 25. The chief blow was struck 
northeast of Frommelles, which was re- 
pelled with heavy losses. An attack was 
also made west of Angres, which partly 
penetrated our trenches, but the Ger- 
mans counter-attacked and ousted the 
British. Similar results followed at- 
tacks at Givenchy and Festubert. 

“The only results of consequence were 
achieved south of La Bassee Canal. 
There the Germans had to retire into 
their second line positions but returned 
to the attack and recaptured part of 
the trenches lost. At the same time 
the French attacked from the Lorette 
Heights to Uivieres, southwards of Ar- 
ras, having prepared previously for days 
with a storm of shells.

Water Commissioner Wall announced 
today that, although the actual cost of 
supplying water is between 9 and WW 
cents a thousand gallons, he will intro- 
duce a bill at Friday's meeting of the 
Roard of Aldermen providing for sup- 
plying water to manufacturers at 3 
cents a thousand gallons, the rate at 
which Assessor of Water Rates Burton 
has been supplying it illegally since 
April, 1913. 

Commissioner Wall was asked if he 
would disregard the advice of the St. 
Louis Public Service Commission, which 
made an extensive inquiry in 1914 and 
recommended that no rate of less than 
9 cents be extended to any consumers 
because that was the minimum cost of 
supplying it. 

The Commissioner said it was true 
that 9 cents was the minimum cost, and 
that supplying it at & cents would mean 
a loss to the city. He declared that he 
was against supplying it at the 8-cent 
rate, but it seemed that he was the only 
person in the city who was against it. 
and he would ask the Board of Alder- 
men to restore that rate. . 

In stating yesterday thAt he would 
not remove Burton from office, Com- 
missioner Wall said that, in his belief, 
the fixing of a new rate for manufac- 
turers was an inadvertence, and that 
Mayor Kreismann would not have 
signed the bill if he had realized that 
it ihereased the cost of water to manu- 
facturers.

One of the things 
which *nfluenced the State Department 
in asking for: his resignation was an 
open letter which: he wrote June 19 +0 
the New York World. 

In this letter the American Consul- 
General denied that Americans were in- 
sulted and ill-treated in the streets of 
Jermany, and declared that the 600 
American residents in Munica were hap- 
py and contented. 

His Letters to the World. 

“In*England strikes and riots and at- 
tacks on unfortunate civilians are a 
caily occurrence,’ he wrote, ‘‘while in 
Italy and Russia the rule of the mob in 
the streets overawes the Government 
The number of civilians who have been 
injured since the commencement of the 
war in Italy, England and Russia, has 
run into the thousands. Millions of dol- 
lars worth of property has been de- 
stroyed in the cities of Milan, London, 
Moscow, etc.” 

The letter concluded by stating that 
the writer believed that the American 
newspapers showd have _ realized the 
fact that the publication without com- 
ment ‘of the dispatches’ ‘‘fabricated’”’ in 
London, Paris or Petrograd, would tend 
further to embitter the feeling of the 
people of Germany toward America, and 
might permanently interrupt the “‘trasJ 
ditional friendship’’ between the United 
States and the German Fatherland. The 
publication of this letter caused mych 
unfavorable criticism to be directed at 
Gaffney from all parts of the country.

Dr. Frederick Hagler of 3%3 DVelmar 


boulevard, who has just returned from 
Servia, where he worked with one of! 
the American Red Cross units, told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter today of the 
successful fight waged by American 


physicians and nurses against the epi- 
demic of typhus which he said at one 
time threatened the entire nation. 

Dr. Hagler left St. Louis Aug.’ 11, 1914, 
and was tn active service until August 
of this year. Six months of this time 
he was stationed at the military hos- 
pital in Belgrade. 

During the fall of 1914, he said, there 
were occasional cases of typhus treat- 
ed in the Belgrade hospital, but it was 
not until December that the disease be- 
Came suddenly a nation-wide peril. 

Because of its name, Dr. Hagler said, 
typhus is genorally confused with tv- 
phoid fever. In Servia typhus is gen- 
erally known as “‘fleck typhus,’’ and its 
spread is due to vermin which breeds 
rapidly in prison camps and among. 
troops obliged to endure unsanitary 
conditions. The first symptom of the 
disease is an exceedingly high fever. 
which. continues until the disease 
reaches a crisis, about two weeks later. 


Only 200 Dectors in Country. 


At the time of the outbreak of typhus 
there were only 200 physicians in Ser- 
via and ‘these were not of the first 
rank, fully 100 of the more prominent 
physicians having been killed during the 
early hostilities. The American physi- 

ans were hailed as rescuers, although 
Dr. Hagler said that their methods of 
treatment and rules regarding sanita- 
tion occasioned much wonderment. 

The treatment provided for the 
Shaving of the head of the patient 
and a bath in gasoline, the latter 
sometimes being repeated several 
times. Then cots were provided for 
patients in the open air. Physicians 
and nurses frequently built railings 
over the cots from which canvas cov- 
erings could be suspended when it 
rained. 

The number of victims of typhus 
in Servia never will be known, Dr. 
Hagler stated. It was reckoned by 
thousands. In Nish alone the average 
was 50 deaths daily from December 
until March, By the latter part of 
March, however, the sanitation meth- 
ods\installed by the American physi- 
cians and nurses began to count 
powerfully in checking the epidemic

The President’s Address. 

The President’s address, in part, fc:- 
lows: 

“It is a singular thing that men of a 
single generation should have witnessed 
what you have witnessed in the crowd- 
ed 50 years, which you celebrate tonight. 
You took part when you eapwere youne 
men in a struggle the meaning of which 
I dare say you thought would not ba 
revealed during your lifetime, and yet 
more has happened in the making cf 
this nation in your lifetime than has 
ever happened in the making of any 
other nation in the lifetime of a dozen 
generations. 

“The nation in which you now live ‘s 
not the nation for whose union you 
fought. You have seen many things 
wehich have mad? this nation one of the 
representative nations of the world with 
regard to the modern spirit of that, 
-@d you have the satisfaction which I 
-Qere say few soldicrs have ever had “f 
fiwoking back upon a war absolutely 
whique in this, that Instead of destroy- 
ing it healed, that instead of makinz 
permanent division it made a permanent 
union. 

“This ‘nation was from the beginnin- 
a spiritual enterprise and you havs 
seen the spirits of the two once-divide 1 
sections of this counttry absolutely 
united. A war which seemed as if it 
had the seed of every kind of bitter- 
ness in it has seen a single generation 
put bitterness absolutely out of its heart 
and you feel, as I am sure the men 
who fought against you feel, that you 
were comrades even then, though you 
did not know it, and that now you 
krow that you are comrades in a com- 
mon love for country which ¥ou are 
equally eager to gerve. 

Nation Was Set Free. 

“You set the nation free for that great 
career of development, of unhampered 
development, which the world has wit- 
nessed since the Civil War. But fo-> 
my own part, I would not be proud of 
the extraordinary physical development 
of this country, of its extraordinary de- 
velopment in material wealth and finan- 
cial power, did I not believe that the 
people of the United States wished all 
of this power devoted to ideal ends. 

“T hope I may say without an implica- 
tion of criticism upon any other great 
people in the world that it has always 
seemed to me that\the people of the 
United States wished to be regarded as 
devoted to the promotion of particular 
principles of human right. The United 
States were founded, not to provide free 
homes, but to assert human rights. This 
flag meant a great enterprise of the hu- 
man spirit. Nobody, no large Bodies of 
men, in the time that flag was first set 
up, believed with a very firm belief in 
the efficacy of democracy. Do you real- 
ize that only so long as the time of the 
American Revolution democracy was re- 
garded as an experiment in the world 
and we were regarded as rash experi- 
menters? 

“But we not only believed in it: we 
showed our belief was’ well founded and 
that a nation 4s pow erful as any in the 
world could be erected upon the will of 
a people; that, indeed, there was a power 
in such a nation that dwelt.in no other 
nation, unless, also, in that other nation 
the spirit of the people prevailed.”

Declare Assistant Superintend- 
ent Has Been Unfair; Con- 
ference Postponed. 


The conference between city officials 


and labor union representatives in 


Mayor Kiel's office, over the labor sit- 
uation on the east approach of the free 
bridge, was postponed this morning unt! 
Saturday morning, because of the ab- 
sence of President Kinsey of the Board 
of Public Service, who sent word that 
he had been called to Chicago. 

Representatives of several unions, 
while at the Mayor's office, gave their 
side of the controversy in part, and 
stated their reason for demanding that 
Kk. M. Graham, assistant superintendent 
in charge of: hiring men, be removed 
Kinsey has taken an uncompromising 
stand in support ot Graham, but the 
Mayor has shown a willingness to en- 
ter into “‘conversations’’ with the union 
men as to the Graham matter. 

One of the union men told the Mayor 
that Graham had been superintendent of 
the installation of steel cells in the new 
city jail and had worked 3% nonunion 
men on this job, at a time when the 
union men were on strike. “I told Kin- 
sey and Superintendent Fisk,’’ this union 
representative added, ‘‘when they first 
appointed Graham, that he would never 
be able to get along with the union 
men. No man could get along with 
union men, who was known to hava 
worked nonunion men on a job when 
the union men were on strike.’’ 

Charles J. Lammert, president of the 
Building Trades Council, and member of 
the Board of Education, said Grahan 
had ordered men in certain tradés to 
do the work of other trades. Union men 


would not “stand for’’ this tnterchang- 


ing of work, he said. 


The Mayor told his callers that, if

races. I claim that, by the 
system of ‘‘doping’’ evolved through 
years of study of the game, I could, 
if I knew in advance what pitchers 
were to work in any game, tell you 
which team would win a series, which 
games each team would win, the ap- 
proximate scores of each game, and 
almost the exact number of hits. 


I may be misled'as to which pitcher 
will start a game. Managers have a 
habit of doing that. Also, one trying 


to “dope” a series must beware being 
misled by false reports of condition. 
Cert Jall almost everyone picked the 

thlétics to win because we had done 
our picking before we discovered that 
the Athletics were a badly disorgan- 
ized and broken ball club. Even! thea 
my dope figures showed startlingly 
close to the exact scores in each of 
the four games played, so close that 
had not Maranville made a miraculous 
double play in the second game, the 
scores of the first four games would 
have been almost exactly as I doped 
them in advance. 

I’m going to take you all in on the 
dope. You won't believe me—so let us 
figure it out together in cold figures, 
forgetting that we have friends or 
enemies. I will explain, step by step, 
how I reach the results. ou take 
a pencil and dope right with me.

The Basis of All Dape. 


The basis of all dope is comparison. 
Let us start with the presumption 
that 1000 is perfect. If any baseball 
player were perfect, there would be

I never rely upon my own judg- 
ment for these things. I figure them 
all out in advance, take the figures 
and go over them with members of 
the player’s own team, with players 
of opposing teams, with men who 


know him better than I do. I find 
out whether he igs working with his 
team, whether the'strain of the sea- 
son has hurt his work, and all I can 
about him. Wien I get down those 
figures in each department of the 
a“, I know and can represent in 
igures almost exactly what that 
player is worth in a regular season. 
At that point.we merely have the 
basis of calculating a man’s worth 
in the world’s series. 


Player’s Worth in World’s Series. 


A player may be worth 800 in a 
regular season by this system of 
ecoring, and may be worth only 700 
in a world’s series, Let me illus- 
trate. 

Evers hits, roughly, .285, he runs 
bases: effectively, but does not steal 
many. He.advances the limit of the 
hit on each play. He ranks first as 
a fielder in his own league. I am 
forced to subtract 58 points from his 
total worth in a season because he 
kicks himself out of fhat proportion 
of games. Now, Evers, according to 
my figures, is worth 852 as a "piay- 
er in offensive play, and his value 
to his team in a 154-game series is 
731. How much, more or [ess, is he 
worth ina world’s series? 

To find this you must study the op- 
posing pitchers. Because of his 
scrappy, determined, aggressive play. 
his courage and brains, Evers is 
worth more in a world’s series than 
in a regular season game. He is on 
edge. Besides, he has had gS ee 
in four world’s series. But, to learn 
his real value, you must study the 


at hand how the baiters of these 
teams will hit the pitchers of the 
opposing teams. To get to this, we 
must pick out’ American League 
pitchers who resemble in methods 
the National League pitchers who 
are engaged in the series, and then 
see how the American League bat- 
ters hit against that type of pitch- 
ing in their own league. That 
cives us, approximately, the batting 
value of each man in the series. Sec- 
ondly, we must study the catchers 
and calculate how much their work 
igs likely to affect the attacking 
strength of the opposing club. 


The Value of Each Position. 


Then we must calculate what ef- 
fect the physical characteristics of 
the grounds themselves may have, 


for each grounds has its own char- 
acter. The short fields in Philadel- 
phia, for -instance, handica some 
teams and help others. But there is 
another element. In Philadelphia and 
in some other places, the background 
trom which the pitchers throw the 
ball is important. In Philadelphia 
there is a section of the field seats 
on a line with the pitchers that usu- 
allv is crowded. When the fans’ in 
that section take off their coats, it 
is almost impossible for the batters 
to see the ball On some i other

Having finally reached the value of 
each player as an individual, we must 
figure his value in this series in his 
pouee. Ty Cobb, for instance, ma 

¢ a much greater player than is Hu 
Perdue; but in a Dall Eyre where 
Perdue is a eg and b playing 
qutfield, Perdue is much more im- 
portant. 

I have, after many years of calcu- 
lation made up a table of relative 
values of positions regardless of men. 
A center fielder, on defensive play, is 
only worth 45-10 in 100, whereas the 

itcher is worth 38 in 100. The table 
fs based upon the chances to da,good 
or harm,

reduce them to the value of the man

Cobb’s total value to his team ina 
season I figure at 860. Now, it makes 
no difference whether we say Cobb is 


750 or 500 or 250. It is an arbitrary 
figure assumed for purposes of com- 
parison. oat if Cobb, batting, .340, 
stealing 100 bases, scoring 150 runs, 
making plays all the time, worrying 
pitchers, drawing bases on balls, fleld- 
ing, throwing, covering lots of ground 
and getting into the team play every 
minute, is rated 850, we can compare 
his figures with those of others, and 
discover exactly what the other qjan 
is worth in ratio to Cobb’s 850. As all 
we desire to discover is comparative 
figures, we may assume him worth 
anything we desire. 

We will first take every player on 
the two teams that are to fight for 
the championship and study the sta- 
tistics. e will find out what each 
man bats against right and left hand- 
ed pitchers, against speed green 
and against slow pitching. e wi 
figure his speed, aggresiveness, condi-

Doping out the Batting. 


To “dope”: a world’s series properly, 
one must know all about the players. 
Q@ne must learn from their fellow play- 
ers just what condition of body and 
herve they are in. There are some 
Players who are at their best when 
under the heaviest strain. Herzog, for 
instance, gave the greatest exhibition 
of third-base pl ever seen in one 
world’s series, B 90 points above 
what we figured, at at we gdve 
him credit for being one of the gam- 
est “money players” in the business. 
In another series, Sheckard of Chi- 
cago was so unnerved by excitement 
and anxiety and the misguided atten- 
tions of “friends” that he was Iittle 
detter tha a busher in the series. 

We must add to, or deduct from, the 
season’s value of each player ir pro- 
portion to his condition of body and 
mind, his experience in series, his like- 
lihood of break#g under the strain or 
improving on his regular work by ris- 
ing to the emergency, and one must 
study most carefully of all the con- 
dition of the pitchers. 

One of the most important features 
of doping a world’s series is the study 
of the kind of pitehing each batter 
hits. Evers is a .350 hitter against 
Mayer, for instance, and a .150 hitter 


against Alexander. Fournier hits 
| alter Johnson freely, and isa “suck- 
er” agaist many worse pitchers. 


Many Things Which Might Affect the 
Players, Must Be Taken Into Account 


We cannot tell from the statistics the value of each man, we simply add 


>and divide until we reach the relative 
values of the two teams. 


The Dope’s Ultimate Limit. 
After that we have only reached the 
conclusion that one team or the other 
is the better and, therefogg, should 
win the series. But I’m going to 
carry you further. I am going to take 
each pitcher and calculate how many 


hits and runs the oposin team 
should make against him. hen if 
we can guess which pitchers the 
managers will use in each game, we'll 
have the approximate scores of each 
game, won't we? 

That is what I have done with these 
two teams. In fact, I have figured 
four teams—Boston Red Sox against 
Boston and Philadelphia Nationals, 
Detroit against Braves and Phillies, 
Phillies against Red Sox and Detroit, 
and Braves against Red Sox and De- 
troit;: and at one stage I got scared 
and started to figure Bro yn into 
the mess. Some work? Well, yes, so 
I’m letting you ‘fellows off easily. 
Don’t come around after it is over 
and tell how wrong | was or how 
right. Just take your little pencil 
and we'll sfart figuring the first base- 
men, and see whether or not our sta- 
tistics agree.

NEW YORK, Sept. 29.—Formation of 
the syndicate of bankers who will {float 
the $600,000,000 credit loan to Great 
Britain and France was begun today by. 
J. P. Morgan & Co. and'‘other fivan- 
ciers who have been associated with 
them in the negotiations here with the 
Anglo-French Financial Commission. I: 
is proposed to make the syndicate the 
largest of its kind ever known in this 
country and to include in its member- 
ship -banks, trust companies and indi- 
viduals from the Atlantic to the ‘Pacific. 

Because the bonds will be sold four 
points under their par value, Great Brit- 
ain and France will have placed to their 
credit® here, not $500,000,000, but $489,000,- 
000. In other words, the two nations are 
paying $20,000,000 for the privilege of buy- 
ing American products at top market4 
prices, The $20,000,000 will buy this privi- 
lege, it is estimated,‘not for a long peri- 
od, but for only a few montns, possibly 
for @ year, when the credit probably will 
be exhausted, and, if the war is still ia 
progress, another credit will have to be 
established or some other inethod de- 
vised to meet the bills then coming due. 
In addition to this $20,000,000 the two 
colntries will pay $25,000,000 annually for 
five years—$125,000,000 altogether—in in- 
terest to the holders. Thus the unset. 
tlement of the foreign exchange market 
during the past three months will have 
cost the.two Governments a total of 
$145,000,000 when the final bill is paid.

AMERICAN SHIPPING. 

Every word that Senator Weeks said at the 
City Club concerning the desirability of having 
American shipping to carry our enormous foreign 
trade and having sufficient auxiliary vessels for 
the navy is true. No intelligent American dis- 
agrees with him on this point. It cannot be over- 
omphdsized. : 

The picture Senator Weeks drew of the help- 
lessness of the United States in the matter of 
both merchant marine and naval auxiliaries was 
not overdrawn. In failing to obtain these nec- 
essaries of national life and progress we have 
been guilty of bad business. We have not pro- 
vided for vital interests. , 

It is only fair té®say this helpless condition on 
the seas is the result of 16 years’ governmental 
centrol by Senator Weeks’ party. The bad man- 
agement which Senator Weeks condemned was 
Republican bad management. The results were 
due largely to the very protection which Sen- 
ator Weeks advocates as a remedial measure. 

The Democratic administration canpot be held 
accountable for the condition in which it found 
the merchant marine and the navy. It is to the 
narty’s credit that it has attempted to remedy 
these conditions. 

Senator Weeks said that if he were*manager 
of the United States, he wouldn’t sleep until 
he found a way to provide an adequate merchant 
marine for our trade. Yet he stayed awake 
nights trying to defeat the plan proposed by 
President Wilson to begin to acquire both com- 
mercial ships and naval auxiliaries. The Gov- 
ernment ship purchase bill was defeated by the 
opposition of Senator Weeks and other Repub- 
licans who insist that shipping must be owned 
and controlled by private corporations, and that 
the function of the Government is to aid them by 
subsidies and low-rate loans. : 

Senator Weeks says he believes in Government 

co-operation with ‘the shipping interests. His 
plan, however, is to have the Government help 
the corporations build the ships with the privi- 
lege of using them in case of need by the navy. 
He wants also Government subsidies and mail 
subventions for private ships. 
‘' President Wilson proposed real Government 
co-operation to meet the war emergency. He pro- 
posed that the Government put naval transports 
into immediate use for trade transportation and 
supply a large percentage of capital for the pur- 
chase and construction of ships to be operated 
under Government ownership and supervision. 
The ships would be available at any time for 
naval use. 

Under Senator Weeks’ plan it would take 
years to build up a merchant marine. Under the 
President’s plan a merchant fleet would quickly 
be sailing tlie seas. ; 

American Shipping has gained under free reg- 
istry. It would gain much more under the ship 
purchase act. 

Attorney-General Barker will not back Auditor 
Gordon in the attempt to subtract that $514,503 
from the school fund.

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CARL SCHURZ’S AMERICANISM. 
Carl Schurz, the greatest German in America, 
said of naturalized foreigners: 


American citizens, having sworn exclusive 
allegiance to the United States, not one of 
them should ever forget that this republic 
has a right to expect of all its adopted citi- 
zens, as to their attitude toward public affairs, 
especially questions of peace or war, the loyal 
and complete subordination of the interests 
of their native countries to the interests of the 
United States.”

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BARKER READS THE CONSTITUTION. 


Attorney-General Barker takes stronger groun 
in opposition to his former co-conspirators against 


Mr. Barker discovered that familiar clause pro- 
viding that of State revenues, excluding sums re- 
quired for interest and sinking fund purposes, not 
less than one-quarter shall be devoted to the 
schools. . 

The “ordinary revenue” specified in the statute 
increasing the fraction from one-fourth to one- 
third, of course, means the same thing as that to 
which the Constitution refers in “State revenue.” 
Receipts from inspection fees cannot accordingly 
be subtracted before the schools’ proportion of 
gross révenue is computed. 

It is not a safe plan for Mr. Barker to leave 
the Constitution out of consideration in preparing 
opinions in the future. Depressing as the school 
fund scandal is, it will not be without some 
beneficial influence if it causes the chief legal 
officer of the State to give the Constitution the 
once-over occasionally. 

Deserted by his fellow-plotters of the May meet- 
ing of the Board of Equalization, Great Subtractor 
Gordon'is indeed leading a forlorn hope. In the 
suit of Supt. Gass for the restoration of the de- 
pleted school fund, he insists on a law point which 
the Attorney-General says is utterly without va- 
lidity. Left without a leg to stand on, he con- 
tinues to subtract sitting down. 

Mr. Gordon, too, might as well abandon the 
despairing effort. Nothing is to be gained by a 
resistance which his official legal counsel tells him

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CLUB LIFE IN OUR OITY. 

St. Louis easily holds the world record in the 
number of her clubs. She has more than New 
York, London and Little Rock put together. St. 
Louisans are the most clubbable people in the 
universe; which is to their credit. Any time that 
a citizen has nothing else to do he goes out and 
forms a new club. The ease with which they 
are formed proves how well St. Louisans think 
of each other. When the average, St. Louisan 
dies it takes half a column to print the names of 
the organizations, social, athletic, moral, literary, 
ete., to which he belongs. Nobody is ineligible to 
a club in St. Louis. Everybody is included in 
the Million Club, and hardly a day passes that 
the average citizen is not cordially invited to join 
six or eight good new ones.

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SPECIAL CENSUS FOOLISHNESS. 
A clamor ‘has already begun for a special cen- 
sus of St. Louis, in the event that Cleveland is 
successful in obtaining a special census to show 
that it has passed the rank of the sixth city of 
America. 

A special census would cost St. Louis at least 
$” a hundred for the names enumerated and prob- 
ably more. This would amount to at least $16,- 
000 for St. Louis’ 800,000 or more persons, and 
with preliminary expenses and administration ex- 
penses the total cost would probably exceed $20,- 
000. Even for a city of Cleveland’s probable 
present size the total cost is not likely to fall 
below $15,000 or $16,000. 

Can’t Cleveland find a better use for $15,000 or 
$16,000 than spending it for a special census? 
Whatever Cleveland may think of it, we know 
that we can get greater returns from $20,000 by 
cevoting it to zoo betterments or more park golf 
links or a new municipal bathhouse than by wast- 
ing it on an enumeration only four years and a 
half in advance of the statutory enumeration. 

What would a special census of Cleveland 
prove, if no other city was foolish enough to imi- 
tate its course and obtain a special census, also? 
However large the figure shown to represent 
Cleveland’s 1915 population, it would only prove 
that that city had been growing rapidly. It would 
not prove that it had been growing any more 
rapidly than other cities. It could not change 
Cleveland’s rank as compared with the other 
cities growth, in the absence of a syecial 
census, May be assumed to have been even great- 


er than hers.

Fish Is a Good Food 
but It Doesn’t 
Make Brains 


©, absolutely no, eating fish does 
N not ‘‘make brains,’ though we 

have all been told that fairy tale 
by someone. The statement seems to 
have for its foundation the fact that 
both fish and the human brain are rich 
in phosphorus, and some deluded ones 
have been quick to imply that by eat- 
ing frequently of fish one can improve 
one’s mental apparatus. It fs absurd. 
For the very same reason one might 
say the same thing about potash, as the 
brain contains that, too; but who thinks 
of suggesting the eating of potash? 

Even if it were possible to increase 
the amount of phosphorus in our brains, 
we have really no way of knowing 
whether this would make us think bet- 
ter. 

No one knows what constituents of the 
human brains are concerned directly in 
thinking. Some day we may perhaps 
know what particular ingredients of our 
diet are indispensable and helpful, if not 
for thinking for developing a sound 
brain in children, but this is not yet 
known. No evidence that is satisfactory 
has been riven out to prove that the 
composition of the brain can be changed 
by the eating of a particular kind of

If we stop to think about it we wll 
agree that good brains have for gener- 
ations been grown and nourished upon 
a dozen different diets. 

It is now .nown that we cannot gain 
or make strong muscles simply by eat- 
ing meat. If that fact were really true 
then we might be justified in eating 
freely of th: brains of animals. No. to 
be strong we know we must exercise. 

That is the very key to strength, as 
regards muscles, and if exercise be per- 
sisted in strong muscles can be devel- 
oped from many different kinds of food. 
This much we do know, that whatever 
it may be that the brain takes from the 
blood for its nourishment does not de- 
pend upon what particular food we eat. 

What each organ takes from the bloud 
depends solely upon the need of that 
organ. Our brain does not wear out by 
use; that is, to any appreciable degee: 
consequently, tn the process of supply- 
ing our need for general energy we are 
about certain to obtain the necessary 
building material for each part.
